SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD Strange Days is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a DVD containing the feature Strange Days that is identical in 
content to the 35mm film of the same title (OFLC No. 9600330) which has been 
previously classified by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. That decision 
was registered on 30 April 1996. The classification of that film was objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained 
the age of 18 years, with the descriptive note 'Contains violence, sexual violence and 
offensive language'. 

While the feature on the DVD is the same as the film (with the approximate 7 min 
difference in running times explained by the different running speeds of the two 
media), the DVD contains a number of other components, mostly included in the 
’bonus materials’ menu. These extra components include a trailer, a small featurette 
involving behind the scenes footage and interviews with the director and stars of the 
feature, and a partial director's commentary concentrating on the making of the 
opening scene. These components add some context and educational value to the 
publication, but do not significantly lessen the impact of the extensive violence 
appearing in the feature. They therefore do not alter anything that would result in the 
DVD receiving a different classification to that given to the film. Consequently, the 
DVD is also classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is 
restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 years. 
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
